Annual  Report  For  1968 

I present  for  your  consideration  the  follov.div^  report  on  our  work  in 

I9C8. 


There  was  a staff  change  during  the  year.  'Pr,  i2,E.  B.oughton  continues 
as  the  Public  Health  (heat)  Inspector,  and  is  engaged  full  time  at  the 
Bradpole  olaughtei'house.  Mr.  K.j,  Bolt  is  the  Additional  -Public  Health  Inspector, 
and  is  employed  part  time  v/ith  the  Lyiie  Regis  Borough  Council  and  part  time 
with  the  Bridport  Rural  District  Council.  Mr.  R.  Singleton,  v.'ho  was  employed 
as  .Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector  by  the  four  'Test  Dorset  Authoidties , was 
successful  in  obtaining  hxs  Pinal  examination  in  July  I968,  and  then  became 
the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  with  Bridport  Borough  Council. 

Bi'idport  Borou.gli  and  Rural  ■ istrict  Councils  together  with  Beaninster  Rural 
District  Couircil  appointed  Mr.  D,  ilayball  to  the  pupil  vacancy  created  when 
Mr.  Singleton  qualified.  Mr.  liayball  does  not  possess  the  necessary 
educational  requirements  and  he  is  required  to  obtain  the  one  ”0*'  level  pass 
within  twelve  months.  Roi'  this  purpose  he  is  attending  evening  classes 
at  Yeovil  Technical  College  on  one  night  per  v/eek.  Mrs.  J.  Harvey  is  the 
shortliand  typist/clerk  to  the  department.  Hr.  K.  Griffin  has  now  completed 
liis  first  year  as  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operator. 

Dui'ing  the  year  all  of  the  detailed  final  inspections  of  the  Classification 
17  Dv/ellings  in  the  district  were  completed  and  the  necessary  action  taken  by 
the  Council.  Inspections  of  the  Classification  III  Divellings  proceeded  and 
resulted  in  some  bein^’  reclassified  to  Classification  IV.  The  small  percentage 
so  regraded  are  being  dealt  with  by  the  Council,  and  it  is  anticipated  tliat  a 
fer.’  more  regradings  rdll  occur  as  the  Classification  III  inspections  proceed. 


Caravanning  and  camping  continues  to  grov;  in  popularity  in  this  area  and 
there  is  an  o vious  need  Co  provide  more  sites  in  the  district  where  the 
toiu'ing  caravan  can  be  stationed  overniglit.  Tents  are  still  controlled  by 
an  Act  which  came  into  operation  thirty  t\70  years  ago,  and  it  is  ncni  essential 
that  this  legislation  should  be  brought  up-to-date  so  that  the  standards 
required  come  into  line  viLth  those  standards  introduced  for  caravans  by 
an  Act  introduced  in  I96O.

IStor  a further  objection  and  further  proceedings  before  a select 
Connittoe  of  the  House  of  Connons,  the  Dorset  Water  Order  has  now  been  nade 
and  beconos  operative  on  the  1st,  April,  19^9* 

Boaninstor  Rural  District,  Bridport  Rural  District  and  Bridport  Borough 
Councils  each  has  one  representative  on  the  now  board, 

Wes t^ Dorset  Water  Board, 

The  Water  Board  has  virtually  conplotod  the  first  seven  phases  of  its 
Regional  Schono.  During  1968  the  raains  from  R7  (North  Warren  Hill  •csorvoir) 
connecting  Melplash  to  Mange rton  and  West  Milton,  wore  completed  and  brou^t 
into  use  and  the  other  extension  into  the  Wajrtown  area  should  be  in  use  by  the 
spring  of  1969.  Reservoir  No,  5 near  Marshwood  Church  is  about  60%  complete  and 
work  is  in  hand  laying  the  main  from  hero  throu^  the  Marshwood  Vale,  The  new 
main  from  \7hitchurch  Canonicorum  to  Wootton  Fitzpainc  will  also  bo  complete 
and  in  use  by  the  spring  of  1969. 

The  West  Dorset  Water  Board  will  cease  to  exist  on  March  31 st,  1969 
following  its  incorporation  in  the  new  Dorset  Water  Board,  and  it  is  not 
possible  to  say,  therefore,  what  plans  the  new  board  will  have  for  completing 
the  West  Board's  original  schemes.  The  works  involved  are  those  covered  by  the 
original  phases  8 and  9 in  the  scheme  detailed  below.

A successful  Improvenent  Iraiit  Exliibition  v/as  staged  fro.u  the 
7th  to  the  12th  of  October  1968,  in  co-operation  vdth  the  Bridport 
Borough  Council. 

Stands  ivere  sup,:;lied  and  manned  by  local  and  xiational  firms  and 
illustrated  the  methods  vdiereby  improvements  could  be  carried  out  to 
dwellings.  The  attendance  at  tiie  exhibition  was  per’naps  disappointing 
in  vie;?  of  the  effort  riade  by  the  exiiibitors  in  connection  with  the 
preparation  and  nannin,^  of  their  stands. 


The  Exhibition  was  held  in  the  Congregational  Church  Hall  and 
in  addition  the  Ministry  of  housing  and  I.ocal  G-overment ' s mobile 
exhibition  and  cinema  van  ./as  sited  on  the  road  adjacent  to  the  Hall* 
Tiiis  mobile  exliibition  also  toured  the  villages  in  the  rural  district 
dui'ing  the  first  three  days  of  the  follov/ing  week,  but  again  the 
attendance  in  the  villages  v/as  poor. 

It  would  appear  tiiac  an  Exliibition  of  this  nature  is  only  going 
to  attract  the  attendance  of  the  public  if  it  is  staged  in  conjunction 
with  the  local  agricultural  shov/  or  some  similar  event.

Bulging  the  year  work  continued  on  the  various  parts  of  tliis  schene. 
fhe  pressure  pipeline  from  Beaminster  To  ..'est  Bay  Boad,  Bridport  was 
completed  and  satisfactorily  tested. 

In  the  early  Summer  of  19<->S  the  submarine  outfall  pipe  was  pulled 
into  its  sea  bed  position  but  unf'ortunately  the  shoreward  end  of  the 
pipe  did  not  become  placed  in  the  sea  bed  \:ith  sufficient  coverage.  The 

Joint  Sev/erage  Committee,  acting  on  the  advice  of  theii*  Consulting  Engineers, 
called  for  the  Contractors'  proposals  to  lov/er  the  pipe  into  its  agreed 
position,  or  otherwise  to  protect  it  in  the  surf  zone.  ht  the  end  of  the 
year  the  Contractors  v/cre  engaged  in  a variety  of  investigations  to  establish 
what  proposals  they  ridgiit  wish  to  submit  to  overcome  the  problem. 

The  heai-Lworks  pu;w;jing  stacion  at  ost  Bay  v/as  completed  during  I968 
and  is  ready,  subject  to  some  final  testing  when  the  outfall  pipe  is 
completed.

main  drainage  or  unsev/ered  areas  exist  a.t  /TLlingbon,  iskers^well,  Bradpole 
(village  and  i-^ore),  Ciiideock  (l-iorth  Chideock),  Chilcombe,  Litton  Cheney, 
Loders,  (village,  Uploders,  Yondover  and  i^atravers),  Puncknowle  (V.’est 
Bexington),  Syitondsbury  (village,  Broadoak,  Eype  and  ' atton),  Sv^/yre, 
Miitchurch  Canonicoruit  (village,  Korconbelake,  Rya,ll  and  fishponds  Bottom) 
and  '..ootton  Fitzpainc  (village  and  Honkton  \.yld). 

Dwellings  in  these  latter  areas  are  normally  drained  to  private  septic 
tanics  and  in  some  of  the  more  outlying  areas  chemical  and  bucket  closets 
are  still  in  use  in  some  dwellings. 

In  connection  with  drainage  and  sewerage  2l^.  visits  v;ere  made  during 
the  year,  but  this  figure  does  not  include  visits  whero overflowing 
septic  tanics  or  other  di’ainage  nuisances  existed.  During  the  year 
U samples  in  the  form  of  swabs  were  talcen  from  sev/ers  and  proved 
to  be  acceptable. 

Conveniences 


The  Council  own  and  operate  tv/o  permanent  public  conveniences,  one 
being  situated  at  Seatov/a  and  one  at  Charmouth.  Both  of  these  are 
adjacent  to  the  beaches  and  are  in  great  demand  during  the  summer  months. 
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In  addition  tv^o  public  conveniences  are  provided  by  other  organisations 
one  being  on  Charmouth  beach  and  one  on  the  Hive  beach  at  Burton  Bradstock, 

The  Council  are  investigating  the  desirability  of  providing  additional 
conveniences  at  ./est  Bexington  beach,  Burton  Bradstock,  Charuouth  and 
Chideock  villages  and  Hypes  f outh  beach,  and  the  provision  of  these  would 
go  a long  v;ay  to  alleviate  nuisances  now  occurring  by  reason  of  the  lack 
of  public  conveniences. 

The  Council  also  operate  a mobile  convenience  on  the  layby  of  the 
trunk  road,  H,35j  near  Travellers  Rest,  Loders,  The  provision  of  this 
convenience  at  a reasonable  cost,  has  been  a great  benefit  to  motorists 
and  has  helped  in  alleviating  the  nuisances  which  liad  occurred  on  roadside 
verges,  laybys,  etc.  further  mobile  convenience  on  the  south  side  of 
the  truitc  road  would  be  an  advantage.

These  Regulations,  v;hich  first  came  into  force  in  , lay  down 
new  standards  of  hygiene  for  food  stalls  and  delivery  vehicles,  and  are 
now  generally  well  complied  with. 

Health  Education 

Miiilst  a high  standard  has  been  obtained  in  the  structure  and 
equipment  of  food  premises,  and  although  improvements  in  these  directions 
are  continually  being  made  with  Council's  encouragement,  the  hygienic 
handling  of  food  can  only  be  ensured  in  the  final  analysis  by  the  people 
who  work  there.  for  tiiis  purpose  it  is  necessary  to  change  some  of  the 
habits  and  attitudes  of  food  handlers,  a process  which  necessarily  takes 
longer,  and  must  be  continuous.  Every  opportunity  is  therefore  taken 
to  talk  to  employers,  staff  and  members  of  the  public,  both  collectively 
and  individually  to  this  end. 

It  is  also  important  that  young  persons  should  be  made  a^vare  of  the 
work  of  the  Department  and  the  career  opportunities  v/hich  exist  in  .--iiblic 
Health.  '.'e  v;ere  therefore  glad  to  co-operate  in  a "Careers  Look-In" 
which  was  held  in  the  Colfox  School  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year.  A 
stand  covering  all  aspects  of  the  llepdth  Department  was  provided  at  the 
exhibition,  which  v^as  attended  by  senior  pupils  from  the  Beaminster,  Bridport 
and  Lyme  Regis  Comprehensive  Schools,  and  their  parents.  The  stand 
attracted  many  visitors  and  was  a v/ortliwhile  venture. 

Milk  Supply 

Since  the  responsibility  for  the  issue  of  licences  for  the  use 

of  special  designation  in  connection  with  milk  v/as  transferred  from  the 
Council  to  the  Dorset  Councy  Council  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
Regulations,  I96O,  The  County  Council,  hOT;ever,  have  continued  to  keep 
this  Council  informed  regarding  the  number  of  samples  taken  and  the  analyses 
of  these.  During  the  year  126  samples  were  taken  and  120  passed  the 
prescribed  test,  21  Dealers'  Licences  to  sell  pre-packed  milk  and  2 
Dealers'  Licences  to  sell  untreated  milk  trere  issued. 

Brucellosis

The  air  pollution  neasurinr  station  at  hg^^ardon  liill  continued  in 
operation  during  I968,  In  conjunction  v?ith  this  station  -ae  also  carry 
out  v/eather  observations  and  I would  like  to  record  ny  tharJcs  to 
Hr.  iicDovaaU,  of  Loders  v-jho  kindly  taaintains  and  reads  the  rainguage  on 
my  behalf. 

The  figures  recorded  at  Jiggardon,  together  V7ith  those  ascertained 
at  The  Grove  and  H'cst  Street , both  within  the  Borough  of  Bridport  are 
shown  in  the  follo’.ving  table. 

The  station  at  "est  Street,  Bridport  came  into  operation  on  the 
18th  September  19^7  and  is  mainly  to  ascertain  air  pollution  arising 
from  road  vehicles.  It  will  produce  figures  which  can  be  compared  \vith 
those  obtained  from  a siir.ilar  station  at  the  Town  Hall  vdiich  operated  during 
1966  and  part  of  1967*

In  1968  there  'vas  opero.tivc  in  the  district  licences  issued  under 
the  xOiblic  Health  Let,  193^»  authorising:  the  stationing-  of  749  t vents  on 
7 sites  (varyinr;  frcai  2v'J  to  350  tents  per  site)  and  in  addition  the 
Cnaapinc  Cp.ub  of  Great  Britain  d Ireland  issued  a certificate  for  a further 
100  tents  for  a site  in  the  district.  The  total  number  of  licensed  tenting 
camps  is  therefore  8,  containing  849  tents. 

Ca,rsvan  sites  within  the  Rural  District  are  licensed  under  the 
Ca.ravan  Sites  f:  Control  of  Development  Let,  I96O  and  at  the  end  of  the 
seasonal  period  the  position  was  as  follov/s:- 

25  sites  in  the  district  authorised  to  contain  12  residential, 

1,008  seasonal  and  153  tourin^  Cvaravans,  a total  of  1,173* 
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In  addition  9 sites  in  the  rural  district  hold  certificates 
isouel  by  various  exerxpted  organisations  authorising  a further  100 
caravan  standings  for  their  tour’ing  ueahors. 

1-ithin  the  district  chore  are  therefore  34  sites,  containing 
1,273  caravan  standings  of  v/hich  253  are  specifically  for  touring 
caravans  * 

four  inforual  notices  under  the  Caravan  Cites  d Control  of 
Developnent  -ict  v;ere  served  during  the  year,  and  were  couplicd  with 
or  had  been  niado  the  subject  of  a site  licence  ap, plication  by  the 
31st  of  December  1968, 

During  the  year  three  caravan  censuses  were  carried  out, 
the  first  during  the  dpring  Benolc  i!olida,y  v;eekend,  and  the  second 
during  August  and  the  Autuem  Bank  holiday  weekend,  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  the  number  of  tents  and  caravans  stationed  in  the  rural 
district  at  that  time.  The  third  census  was  carried  out  to 
ascertain  the  average  occupancy  of  caravans. 

The  result  of  tliis  third  census  indicated  that  the  average 
occupaaicy  of  each  caravan  is  3*25  persons  and  of  each  tent  3»20  persons. 

The  highest  number  of  units,  being  caravans  and  tents,  recorded 
was  on  Sunday  the  4th  of  ^*ugust  I968  when  1,699  caravans  a.nd  1,450 
tents  were  in  use,  a total  of  3,149  uiilts. 

Appl^diig  the  figures  obtained  from  the  occupancy  census  it  would 
a,ppear  that  some  10,000  persons  were  occupying  tents  aul.  caravans  in 
the  district  on  that  day  - the  population  of  the  whole  ruual  district 
being  only  8,702. 


The  nuiaber  of  tents  and  caravaais  counted  during  the  census  indicate 
that  a further  site  or  sites  are  required  axid  that  the  authorised  nuiaber 
some  of  the  existing  sates  in  the  district  should  bo  increa,sed  to 
accomiiiodate  between  I50  and  225  caravans  and  between  25O  and  300  tents. 

In  connectioii  vdth  caravan  and  camping  sites  271  visits  were  made 
during  1968,
